The two menu s here g iv en are ad­ 
ju stable either to lu ncheo n, afterno o n 
co llatio ns o r late su ppers. 
Claret 
punch, Sau terne cu p, o r tea-lemo nade 
sho u ld be serv ed with each, winding 
up with black co ffee o r 
cho co late 
made with a little brandy and v ery 
lig htly sweetened. 
Salted nu ts, o liv es 
and radishes are also serv ed, eithe/ 
to g ether o r separate, at the discretio n 
o f the ho stess.

ho t while y o u add to the g rav y in the 
bag , which mu st be po u red into a 
small sau cepan, minced o liv es, minced 
celery , a little lemo n ju ice, a lu mp 
o f bu tter ro lled v ery lig htly in flo u r, 
and the lig htest sprinkle o ^ po wdered 
sweet herbs. Co o k o v er ho t water till 
well mix ed, then add a spo o nfu l o r so 
o f cream, stir it well thro u g h, and 
finish with a spo o nfu l o r so o f sherry . 
Do no t co o k after the wine is in. 
Po u r the sau ce equ ally o v er the dia­ 
mo nds and send to table v ery ho t.

dorses a Bill Proposing a One Per 


Cent T ax on All Net Incomes in Ex­ 


cess of $5.000.— Regular Republicans 
in the Senate Are Now Figuring on 


the Chances of Such a Bill Passing. 


W ashington, March 2.—In an em­ 
phatic m anner the Democrats of the 
house hav e thrown into congress the 
im portant issue of an income tax. At a 
caucus of the majority party of the 
house last night a bill proposing a 1 
per cent tax on all net incomes in ex­ 
cess of $5,000 was uanimously in­ 
dorsed. The bill will be passed within 
the next two weeks. 
The lev ying of this income tax is 
the means proposed by the Democrats 
for meeting the loss of $53,000,000 a 
year in rev enue caused by the placing 
of sugar on the free list. The bill re­ 
mov ing the duty on sugar has been 
reported by the ways and means com­ 
m ittee as indorsed by the Democratic 
caucus with the members from Ixmisi- 
ana and Colorado, sugar producing 
states, bitterly protesting. 
The Democrats of the house present 
a nov el method of ev ading the su­ 
preme court decision declaring the in­ 
come tax unconstitutional. While they 
acknowledge th at the tax proposed by 
them in the present hill is an income 
tax pure and simple, they describe it 
as an extension of the corporation tax 
law, which the supreme court has held 
to be v alid. 
They 
hav e accordingly 
embodied 
their income tax scheme in an amend­ 
ment to the corporation tax law which 
was passed by congress on the recom­ 
mendation of Mr. Taft. 
This amend­ 
m ent purports to extend the corpora­ 
tion tax law to indiv iduals, firms and 
co-partnerships hav ing an annual in­ 
come of more than $5.000. 
The term 
“business” as employed in the bill is 
held 
to ' embrace ev erything about 
which a person can be employed and 
all activ ities which occupy the “time, 
attention and labor of persons for the 
purpose of a liv elihood or profit.” Ac­ 
cordingly the term s of the bill apply 
to professional men as well as to men 
of business, and to all employes except 
those who draw their salaries from 
state, county or municipal gov ern 
ments. 
The president of the United 
States himself will be taxed $700 if the 
bill passes, and each member of the 
house will he separated from $25 an­ 
nually. 
The unexpected appearance of the 
income tax issue in congress caused 
a big stir and completely ov ershad­ 
owed in importance the radical action 
taken by the Democrats in placing 
sugar on the free list. 
The regular 
Republicans in the senate, as soon as 
they heard nf the mov e by the Demo­ 
crats. began to figure on the chances 
of the income tax bill being passed by 
that body. 
This issue that has un­ 
expectedly been thrown into congress 
is likely to stir up a greater contro­ 
v ersy than any measure that has ap­ 
peared at this session. The Democrats 
expect that the proposed tax will raise 
between $50,000,000 and $60,000.000 an­ 
nual Iv .

General Diaz Simply Waits “ Call” to 


Resume Dictatorship. 
New’ York, March 2.—General Por- 
firio Diaz, the ex-president of Mexico, 
who sailed into exile from Vera Cruz j 
on May 31 of last year after the rev o 
lution 
of 
Francisco 
Madero 
had 
brought his many years of dictatorship 
to an end, is willing to come hack to 
Mexico and lead the people out of their 
present difficulties if “a strong call” 
Is sent to him. 
Such is the statem ent 
made by him in a letter of recent 
date which he sent to a form er trusted 
lieutenant and official under his gov ­ 
ernm ent, who is now in New York. 
General Diaz is now liv ing in retire­ 
ment at Cape Dail. near Toulon, in the 
south of France. 
The recipient of the letter would not 
specify how strong a call he thought 
would be necessary to bring General 
Diaz back to Mexico. 
By implication 
he allowed it to be understood that a 
Diaz organization w as in existence and 
that the ex-president had not taken 
the initiativ e in making the promise to 
return at the behest of a “strong call.” 


LAMENTS OUTBREAK 


OF THE MUTINEERS 


Strikers Are Convinced That if They 


Hold Out the Government W ill Be 


Compelled to Exert Pressure on the 


Owners That W ill Lead to a Grant­ 


ing of the Demands of the Miners, 


Who Fee! Themselves Masters. 


London, March 5.—There is ev ery 
indication that work will not be re­ 
sumed at the collieries for a week, 
ev en if the^e should be a settlem ent 
in the meantime, and the British min­ 
ers hav e settled down to enjoy a week’s 
holiday. 
The 
executiv e 
committee 
of the miners will not meet again be­ 
fore the ev ening of March 5, and the 
negotiation*» with the gov ernment are 
not likely to be resumed before March 
6. “M e are not in a hurry,” said Mr. 
Harv ey, Laborite member of parlia­ 
ment for Northeast Derbyshire. 
“We 
do not mean to conduct this like the 
railway strike—all rush and hurry and 
then end in a compromise.” 
This accurately sums up the univ er­ 
sal attitude of the miners. 
They are 
conv inced that if they sit tight they 
will obtain the minimum rate schedule 
they hav e demanded. They feel them ­ 
selv es m asters of the situation. 
That 
the gov ernment is pessimistic in re­ 
gard to the outlook is obv ious from the 
tone of a speech made by W inston 
Churchill, the first lord of the admir­ 
alty. 
"There is at present,” said he, 
no break in the dark clouds cov ering 
the horizon. 
As the conflict proceeds 
it must bring far greater injuries to 
the public than to either disputant. It 
will bring miseries to the poor which 
are not yet fairly realized.” 
The Great Central railway seized 
coal in transit on its lines, claiming 
th at it w as empowered under the law 
to do so on condition th at it paid the 
consignees the v alue of the commodi­ 
ty. The latter are indignant ov er the 
action of the railway company which 
has caused considerable anxiety, as it 
is feared other railroads will take sim 
ilar action. 


FOR FIRST TIME 


Parachute

From 
Aeroplane 


W as Made by Captain Berry. 
St. Ixmis, March 2.—For the first 
time in the history of heav ier-than-air 
flying a man leaped from an aeroplane 
at Jefferson barracks yesterday after­ 
noon and descended to the earth In a 
parachute. 
The man was Captain Albert Berry, 
son of Captain John Berry, winner of 
the national balloon race from Idi- 
aapolis. 
The spectacular parachute 
leap from a height of about 1,500 feet 
was witnessed by hundreds of soldiers. 
W hen the aeronaut landed the soldiers 
cheered widlv and, surrounding the 
man, lifted him from the ground and 
half carried him to the office of Col­ 
onel Wood, the commanding officer, 
who congratulated him warmly.

MEXICAN GOSSIP 


Yuan Conveys His Regrets to 


Foreigners In Peking. 


Peking, March 2.—The entire city 
again is quiet and the situation here 
has greatly improv ed, but great fires 
are still raging at distant parts. 
In 
the v icinity of the legation quarter 
ev erything is much quieter. 
There 
was some further looting on the out­ 
skirts of the city and further mutinies 
by soldiers are reported from nearby 
points, but the authorities now seem 
to hav e the situation in fair control. 
Foreigners especially are being well 
looked after. 
The acting m inister of foreign af­ 
fairs expressed his regrets to the lega­ 
tions for the occurrences and prom­ 
ised that ev ery precaution would be 
taken to protect the liv es and prop­ 
erty of foreigners hereafter. 
Later 
President Yuan Shlh Kai issued a 
manifesto to foreigners lam enting the 
outbreak and assuring them that all 
precautions had been taken to pre­ 
v ent a recurrence of the trouble. 
The rebel delegates from Nanking 
who had to flee to the foreign quarters 
for safety are exceedingly angry ov er 
their treatm ent. 
They say President 
Yuan Shih Kai made no attem pt to 
protect them. 
„ 
All foreigners are safe at the v arious 
legations, which are heav ily guarded. 
Not one foreigner was killed or in­ 
jured. but the houses of sev eral were 
looted. 
The loss by Incendiary fires 
is estimated at abov e $10,000,000.
